REMARKS 

The specification, including title and abstract has been amended in an attempt to 
include the Examiner's amendment in the Notice of Allowance found in Paper No. 14 of 
USSN 09/526,627, to which the present application claims priority. 

All pending claims have been cancelled and new claims 7-16 are submitted herewith. 
Support for the new claims can be found throughout the specification at, for example, page 3, 
lines 34-36, page 4, lines 21-23, and page 4, line 33 to page 5, line 5. The new claims were 
previously allowed in Paper No. 14 of USSN 09/526,627, to which the present application 
claims priority. 

It is submitted that no new matter has been introduced by the foregoing amendments. 
Approval and entry of the amendments is respectfully solicited. 
Obviousness Rejection 

Claims 7, 8, 13, and 17 were rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cayle (US Pat. No. 3,718,739) in view of Schwartz (U.S. Pat. No. 4,034,035) and 
Bowman (U.S. Pat. No. 3,954,979). (Paper No. 20041008 at 2.) 

For the reasons set forth below the rejection, respectfully is traversed. 

All pending claims have been cancelled and new claims have been added. It is 
believed that with the cancellation of the pending claims, it is believed that the rejection is 
moot. 

It should be noted that the new claims were subject to a Notice of Allowance in USSN 
09/526,627, to which the current application claims priority.
